BIG COMPRESS 
IS PLANNED 


Macon, Ga., August 26.—The plans for 
the new compress and warehouse of the 
Atlantic Compress Company were re- 
ceived here this afternoon by Manager 
Fentress from C. C. Hanson, of Atlanta, 
president of the company. 

The plant will be the largest and most 
up-to-date in the south, and it is hoped 
to have at least one or the compresses in 
working shape the latter portion of No- 
vember, in order to handle as much of 
the season's crop as posstble.

EARLY VIRGINIA WITCH 


DUCKED AND IMPRISONED 


By WILLARD HOMAN. 
ORFOLK, Va., August 26.—(Spe- 
clal.)—Nowadays the only witch- 
craft charged against women’ who 
are young, beautiful and of sympathetic 
heart is the subtle witchery of their 
loveliness. Two centuries ago, however,

county, Virginia, thought differently. In 
1705, long after Salem witchcraft and 
witch’s hill had passed into history, they 
imprisoned Grace Sherwood on a charge 
of witchcraft and subjected her for many 
months,to indignities of every sort. 
Many of the deseendants of the people 
living -in Princess Anne county at that 
time who are now living on the same 
spot believe her to have been guilty of 
Witchcraft. j 

Surviving the lapse of two centuries, 
though somewhat faded, we still have the 
pen portrait of Grace Sherwood as she 
Was at the time.

In the presence of this multitude. the 
sheriff, the justices of the court and the 
jury of women, Grace Sherwood still 
Stately, sti'l beautiful despite all her 
sufferings, was repeatedly ducked. The 
spet is to this day known as ‘Witch's 
Duck.” After thts she was taken back 
to prison and kept there for many 
months. Finally she was released. 

The tegends of Princess Anne county 
recite impossible stories of -Grace Sher- 
wood's life. These legends set forth 
that she was thrown into Lynnhaven 
river, near the present site of the James- 
town Exposition. On this Occasion. it 
is said, her hands were tied ahd a mill- 
stone was fastened about her neck. Al- 
most instantly, legends tell, she came up 
to the surface with the millstone stil’ 
about her neck, but with her hands free. 
With the stone still fast *to her neck 
Shee reached the other shore none the 
worse for her terrible experience. This 
is cited as coriclusive proof of her having 
been a witch.

It is inevitable that investors from the 
United States will obtain, by purchase 
and development, a commanding prop- 
erty interest in Cuba within a very few 
years. It, therefore, is inevitable that 
Cuba will be annexed, at least commer- 
Cilally, to this country. Whatever may 
be the result of the present outbreak, it 
may safely be ipredicted that repetitions 
of it will not be tolerated; also that every 
American settler and investor will be ful- 
ly reimbursed for any losses sustained in 
consequence of it. 

Above and beyond the interest in- 
dividual Americans have ~ in Cuba, 
there is the broader interest which 
this country has, and always must: 
have, in the preservation of a peace- 
ful condition of affairs upon that 
island contiguous, as it is, to the 
American mainland. The 
States is willing enough to permit 
the Cubans to have their own local 
government, just so long as they be- 
have themselves, but unless they do 
annexation will surely come.

One official {In speaking of the new Dill 
“Tt now looks as though the rail- 
roads were going to forced to take 
some very bitter medicine’ via the new 
rate bill, and while, as a railroad man, 
fam sorry to see it, I cannot but think 
that it is just and that it is deserved. 
If the rallroads had not misused the pass 
privilege to such a great degree these 
stringent provisions of the new act would 
never have resulted. While it is true 
that the penalties under the new act are 
pretty severe, they are no more so than 
were the flagrant misuses of the granting 
of passes where they were not authorized, 
and it looke as if,the railroads would 
have to swallow about as bitter doses 
as the people have had to swallow dur- 
ing the past few yeears. 

“Personally, I think that the Dill is 
pretty certain to be modified later, as 
some of the provisions seem to be abso- 
lutely contradictory, but even ff these 
modifications result, enough stringent 
provisions with heavy penalties will be re- 
tained to work some very much needed 
reform along these lines. 

‘It Is going to very materially change 
the securing of business, both freight and 
passenger, to my mind. According to the 
new law, no officials of any kind may be 
granted passes, and the fact that the law 
punishes the user of the pass ag well ag 
the official or road who grants It, makes 
it certain that there will ‘be few or no 
reguests under the law. Of course, I re- 
fer to interstate transportation as intra- 
state matters are not concerned with or 
applicable to the povisions of the new 
law. But in the ‘past, whenever there 
was a large movement to some section 
of the country, the issuing of a few free 
passes to the head officials Dy certain 
railroads very often had the effect of 
securing the party for fhat road. I think 
that it was fust this misuse of free trans- 
portation, together with that issued for 
the securing of influence and graft, that 
was principally responsible for the draw- 
ing up of the new bill as it has been. [| 
think, too, that under this new bill some 
of those really entitied ‘to passes have 
been cut off and for the same reason 
the deserving are being punished with the 
unjust. 

“Another thing, there are many large 
institutions in all parts of the country, 
ard particularly right here in Atlanta, 
which are responsible for much transpor- 
tation in the course of a year, By the 
issuing of passes to certain officials or 
heads of these institutions and their de- 
partments, certain railroads have been 
able to secure the traffic resuiting from 
these institutious.

SELECTING SEED CORN. 

To many farmers the above title may 
seem more appropriate for an article to 
appear in February or March, the time 
at which they usually select seed corn. 
But such Selection is made from the 
mass of corn in the crib, and is really 
less than half the work, or the least 
important. The proper time select 
seeds of all kinds is when plant- 
have fully matured. The proper place 
to select is in the field, from among 
the matured or maturing craps. 

It ts not easy to overestimate tne 
value of making a cateful search for 
the best varieties of all cops, for what- 
ever purpose they may be grown, whetli- 
er for the grain or fiber, flower, roots 
or other parts of the plant. 

One may Gay, “Oh, I -have 
variety,” Or “‘l am satisfied with what 
[ Mave got.” It is true, however, 
while one may have a good variets y, 
what was a good variety, it certainiv 
will not remain good unless some degree 
of care shall be exercised in selectin 
seeds of the best stalks and of the 
ears. ‘External vigilance’’ was said to 
be “‘the price of Itberty.”’ It is also the 
price of a gvod variety of any farm 
crop. 

in selecting corn for seed the purpose 
should be always kept in view for which 
the com product is to be used. White 
that tg an axiom, it shonld be remem.- 
bered that the main object should be to 
secure the most productive§ strain—to 
develop or to maintain a@ type that wil! 
prodisce the largest yield per acre of 
“good, sound corn,’’ one year with an- 
other, and under varying circumstances 
of soil, weather, etc. A well shaped ear, 
with straight, deep grains, a medium 
sized cob, straight, regular rows, well 
filled out at the end, is very desirable, 
and all theme potnts contro] to a rea- 
sonable extent in making chore af a 
stalk of corm.
